Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of the City of Paris, 
Kentucky : 

That it shall be unlawful within the 
City of Paris, for any person, firm, 
company or corporation, buying milk 
or any of the constituent parts of any 
milk, for the purpose of selling same 
again whether in the form of milk, 
cream or butter, to knowingly purchase 
any milk or butter-fat or other con- 
stituent part of any milk which does 
not contain at least 3.7 per centum of 
fats or which has a specific gravity of 
less than 10.29; or to knowingly pur- 
chase milk or ary of the constituent 
parts of milk from any person who shall 
have failed or refused to file with the 
Board of Health w ithin three months 
before the passage of this ordinance, a 
certificate from a duly qualified Veteri- 
nary Surgeon, showing that the cows 
from which such milk w’as drawn 
were entirely free from disease. Any 
person, firm, company or corporation, 
violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be fined not less than 
$5.00 nor more than $15.00 for each 
olfense and each purchase shall con- 
stitute a separate olfense.

Prospects Growing Brighter.

The rules are such that a few men con- 
trol the house unless the protestng Re- 
publicans join with the Democrats to 
change^thc rules. Will they do so? Is 
their support of the President sufficient- 
ly earnest to lead them to rebel 
against the despotism that the rules 
enables the Speaker to enforce? The 
Democrats of the Senate and House 
arp making political capital ; they are 
showing the insincerity of the Republi- 
can promises of reform ; they are con 
victing the Republican leaders in the 
Senate and House of actual opposition 
to every important reform.

Wonder If He Does? 

Governor Willson started out with 
the policy that all the State employes 
should be paid only for the days they 
work. He announced that he would 
not appoint any man as a member of 
the Board of Equalization who would 
ask for pay for a single day that he 
had not worked. 

When the Legislature passed a bill 
allowing the guards at k the peniten- 
tiary, who work seven days in the 
week, a few days vacation without cut- 
ting off their pay, he vetoed the bill. 
While this has been his declared policy 
with reference to others, it is not un- 
usual for Governor Willson to be away 
from his office and out of Frankfort 
for a week or ten days at a time, 
pleasure seeking or looking after his 
private or political business. We'won- 
der if he allows the State any rebate 
on his salary for the missing days. 
His salary is $17.80 a day, considerably 
more than one hundred dollars a 
week, and for a rebate of $17.80 for 
each day he has been away from his of 
fice on pleasure or private or political 
business would make quite a snug sum. 
It is claimed that many citizens who 
have gone to Frankfort on official busi- 
ness with the Governor have been kept 
waiting there on expense, until it pleas- 
ed His Excellency to return to Frank- 
fort.
